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ENGLAND. AND ALIENS. 


It seeins likely that the whole difficult ques- 
tion of the moral right of England to shelter 
political criminals is about to be raised anew. 
Last week the Manchester police arrested a 
young Russian, on a warrant charging him 
with having caused the murder of several 
policemen and others in Russia, by means of 


bombs. The warrant, it appears, was one of

those known as a_ provisional extradition 
warrant, which was issued in the ordinary 
way, at the request of the Russian authorities, 

The bomb, remarks the ‘Daily ‘Telegraph,’ 
has become the normal weapon of the Russian: 
revolutionary, who sees no reason to be 
ashamed of owning to_ it, and, indeed, openly 
glories in its efficacy. During the last eighteen 
months it has produced a terrible catalogue of 
violent deaths. Hardly a day passes even now 


“without news of some fresh bomb outrage, 
which rarely fails to secure a victim, What, 


then, is to be the attitude of the British Govern- 
ment to the perpetrators of these crimes who 
succeed in gaining safe shelter on our shores ! 
Are they to be classed as political offenders 
or as murderers? If a political agitation is 
conducted on lines which are indistinguishable 
from sheer Anarchy and Nihilism, are those 
who so conduct it to be given the benefit of 
the doubt? Are the British authorities to 
refuse to grant their extradition ? In the old 
days there was, so to speak, # recognised way 
of playing the revolutionary game. Those who 
entered into a plot to overthrow the existing 
dynasty or Government planned a rising, im- 
ported arms and men, and if the plot did not 
miscarry—as it usually did—the issue was 
fought out in‘a regular way, with the scaffold 
as thesure penalty of failure for the leaders 
and. the hangman’s rope for a goodly proportion 
of the rank and file. The crime might be de- 
scribed officially as heinous and damnable 
treason,but a man’s honour asa gentleman was 
not impugned by his being a revolutionary. © 
The clearest line was drawn between a plot of 
this sort and a Guy Fawkes conspiracy, which 
involved murder on a vt scale, or schemes 
of simple assassination. These —unless where 
religious bigotry blurred men’s moral sense — 
excited horror and disgust, and the assassin 
who failed found few to sympathise with him 
in the barbarous tortures to which he’ was sub- 
jected. But nowadays the formal revolution 
is a thing almost impossible, save in South « 
American Republics, and quite impossibie in 
‘any big country unless a section of the army 
throws in its lot with the insurgents. In other 
words, a revolution of the type successfully 
fostered by Muzzini and Garibaldiis not to be 
thought of in Russia, and the would-be revo- 
lutionary is driven back upon the methods of 
the assassin. 

How is any distinction, continues our con- 
temporary, to be made between two types of 
men whose actions are practically indistinguish- 
able from one another? The question is 
rendered the more difficult, because it is noto- 
rious that the term revolutionary in Ruasia 
covers a host of reckless scoundrels who fling 
their bombs, not with the purpose of slaying 
some definite persoa who has distinguished 
himself by his tyranny or brutality, but simply 
with the idea of creating a terror. They are 
caréless whom they strike down ; if innocent 
people fall, that is their mixtortone. but 
the revolution must go-on. Are men of 
this type to be admitted into England, or, if 
admitted, is their extradition ‘to be refused 
if asked for by the Russian authorities? Is 
a man to be classed as a political refugee 
if he has. flung a random bomb into a chance 
group of police or hurled it through the 
windows of seme crowded café? Would the 
villain who so nearly assassinated King Alfonso 
and his bride have been harboured in England 
as a political refugee, or the man who wrecked 
the Russian Premier’s villa and slew thirty 
in the attempt, or the actual murderers of 
M. de Plehve and the Grand Duke Sergius ? 
In what respect were these crimes less an- 
archistic than the assassination of Presidents 
Carnot and McKinley? To admit one assassin 
of this type is to admit all, and we do not 


‘| believe that is the reasoned wish of the British 


public. At the time of the Orsini affair the 
feeling in England was.to cheer for every 
revolutionary without inquiry into his ante- 
cedents, and to welcome with open arms any 
rebel against foreign authority. The language 
employed by the French colonels in their 
addresses to the Emperor, when they clamoured 
for war against a country whose flag harboured 
such monsters as Orsini, was beyond question 
outrageous, but the French and other Govern- 
ments had a legitimate grievance against Eng- 
land for harbouring? refugees who plotted mur- 
ders and revolutions, The Orsini bombs were 
manufactured in Birmingham; the plot was 
hatched in a Soho restaurant. That Middle 
Victorian fondness for picturesque desperadoes 
is dying out, There is now a far more intimate 
connection between the English police and 
the police of foreign capitals. Even if an 
asylum is given on English soil to a number of 
dangerous characters, their doings are carefully 
watched from day to day;“and their every 
movement is recorded and reported. The 
asylum, therefore, is@t all it appears to be 
at first sight, and a variety of causes have 
combined to lessen the rapture which used to 
greet the political refugee,

QAARANTINE MEASURES. 


Owing to the bill of health of the 8.9. Perseo, 
which arrived here yesterday from Beyrout 
bearing an annotation that a case of plague 
had occurred at Beyrout on the Lith inst., 
the Qarantine Board has ordered a medical 
inspection of her passengers and crew, that 
the steamer be placed in quarantine, that 
the soiled linen of passengers be disinfected, 
aud that the passengers give thoir addresses 
when they land. 

Farthermore, in the event of more than one 
caso of plague being notified at Beyrout, qna- 
ranting restrictions will bs applied againat 
arrivals from that port in all Egyptian ports. 


QUARANTINE IN TURKEY. 

A telegram from Pera states that the quarap- 
tine against grrivals from Suez in Tarkey 
without distinction has been réduced to 48 
hours. Vessels transiting the Canal ‘en contu- 
mace” will undergo medical inspection. 

The period of observation of arrivals from 
Alexandria has been reduced to 24 hours, and 
the restrictions agaiust Adalia have been 
suppressed.

TRAFFIC IN CANAL BLOCKED.

BIG FIRE AT PORT SAID. _ : 


At Said, yesterday morning, at one 
o'clock, a fire broke out in a store owned by 
the firm of Dracatoc, sitaated in El Dagla- 
street. ‘T'he store contained highly combastible 
materia', such as naphtha and pitch, and this 
created a hage flame. An alarm was at once 
given, and the police fire brigade, under the 
orders of Saghcolaghassi Moore were promptly 
on the scene,. and after a two hours’ struggle 
mastered the fire. The store was entirely 
gatted, bat the loss is covered by insurance.

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WRESTLING AT THB ABBAS 
THEATRHE. 

Monday night’s wrestling at the Abbas 
Theatre, Cairo, was quite good. Milo hada 
good fight against Clémant, whom he defeated; 
and Pettlinger (German) beat Simonsin after 
a hot eontest. Schackmann, a3 usgaal, gave a 
spectacle of some 30 minutes against Cilis. 
His methods were somewhat less barbaric than 
usual, ashe had been cautioned ; but he “sails 
very near the wind” at times. Cilis showed 
great strength and some science, but coald not 
turn his opponent over, though he was perhaps 
nearer bis goal than has been any one so far. 

Mehmet the African met the huge Panl 
Pons, and made a most placky fight, wriggling 
out of his clutch time after time, and even 
attacking, whereas the big Frenchman’s 
opponents have, so far, been glad enough to 
resist as long as possible. Bat M. Pons, after 
some minates, settled the quastion quite easily: 
he took up his opponent witb his usual deli- 
beratior, calmed and qualled his frantic 
wriggles, and deposited him daly and carefully 
on thé ground. 

It took aboit four minates. We all look 
forward to seeing him against Schackmann, 
who will probably not find so much profit in 
attempted fouls against him. ee 

A group of native sportsmen, it 1s gaid, 
have deposited L.E. 50 in the Imperial Octoman 
Bank, on behalf of Salaama Hasib, a native 
giant of Cairo, twenty-one years old, challenging 
all the wrestlers who are now appearing at the 
Abbas Theatre, 


which mar the happiness of many a family. A 
devoted wife (a Princesse Georges) discovers 
that her husband (ths Prince) is seeking pleas- 
ure in adultery with a Countess, and as 
grand finale the shameless woman is shot by 
her husband. Sach is the comedy (sic)! The 
play is neither elevating nor instroctive ; nor, 
again, is it amasing. Its moral is such as is 
pointed out daily in the newpapers under the 
divorce court columns or in accounts of suicides. 

In the first aot the suspicions of the Priace3s 
are aroused by an anonymous letter, and, 
charging her maid to play the private detec- 
tive, she receives irrefutable evidence of the 
troth of the contents of tha letter. Inan 
interview with her husband she taxes him with 
his infidelity, and the usnal explanations 
follow ; it wasa final and unsought interview 
with an old flame. The tervent love of the 
woman overcomes her disgust and jealonsy ; 
with heaving bosom and _ tightly-strained 
muscles she masters her grief and sobs ont 
“Je vous pardonne, parceque ja vous aime.” 

The curtain falls to rise again upon an 
evening party at the Prince’s Mansion and 
the guests we find the Countess, whose one 
object seems to ba the drawing of men to 
her feet. The Prince retires with the Count 
and his lawyer to siga away his wifa’s money, 
and, unable to restrain herself, the Princess 
turns upon the woman who has robbed her of 
happiness. In an outburst of frenzy she orders 
her to leave the houce and with the utmost 
nonchalance the Countess bids her hostess 
“bon soir,” cherishing in her breast the Prince’s 
promise to elope with her on the morrow. The 
Coant returns to th3 drawing-room to take 
leave of the Princess, who tells him of his 
wife’s attraction for the Prince, and at this 
point the curtain falls again. 

The story of the third act is still more 
tragical. Hoping against hope tht there was 
truth in her hasband’s explanation, she re- 
ceives the news of the intended elop2ment, 
and she then tells him that she has told his 
secret to the Count, who is seeking his wife 
to exact vengeance. The Prince tries to rosh 
away to the rescue, bat his wife clings to 
him and as he finally breaks away a pistol 
shot is heard. The Count rushes in crying 
“Je lai tué’ and the cartain descends. It is 
but the oft-repeated story so dearly loved 
by the French playgoer. 

Those who hesitate to go to a Pinero play 
could not but disapprove of Damas or Daudet, 
but the part of La Princesse Georges, as played 
by Mme. Hading, bec mes a sermon. Her per- 
sonality,sympathetic voice,and wonderful power 
of expression held the audience spell-bound. 
From the utmost depths of grief and despair she 
rose to & frenzy of love, confessing her power- 
lessness to spurn the man who had wronged 
her. The meeting with ker husband’s mistress 
was full of power. Driven by fury to the verge 
of madness she poured out her wrath upon the 
wretched woman, and suddenly calming down 
she stood before her with every muscle strained 
and gasped out in a pitiable sob “Va-t’en.” 
Grief, despair, love, hatred, remorse were all 
realistically represented by Mme. Hading and 
we cannot give her greater praise than by 
saying that she put before us with vivid reality 
the miseries of a devoted wife whose husband 
is faith'ess. The play was not to oar liking, but 
Mme. Hading’s most exceptionally powerfal 
portrayal of that phase of life demanded 
attention. 

This evening, Mme. Hading will appear in 
‘Te Demi-Monde,” and on Thorsday and 
Friday in ‘“LaChatéleine” and “Sapho,” respec: 
tively.

A NEW PHASE. 


The war correspondent of the “Daily ‘Tele- 
graph” writes :— 

Oace more the Channel Tunnel scheme is 
being brought forward, and this time with a 
force of favourable public and official opinion 
behind it. Itis no secret that certain members 
of the Cabinet have recantly talked over the 
matter and approve of theproposal, that the 
Admiralty are not opposed to it, and that the 
Imperial Defence Committee will soon have the 
bject brought before them for consideration. 
Infiaential bodies of gentlemen in the United 
Kingdom and France are prepared to find the 
means for building the tannel. Many members 
of the present House of Commons would vote 
for the measare, and the views of experts are 
less antagonistic than in the past. ‘The sub- 
jact has now reached a stage that calls for an 
immediate economic inquiry intu the commer- 
cial needs.and advantages, as well as the ques- 
tions of cost and defences, construction, and 
waintenance. It is very likely that an offisial 
committee of investigation will be asked for and 
appointed at no distant date. 

* 80 long ago, in our age of harry, as 1867, an 
Anglo-French committee of promoters obtained 
from Napoleon III. an expression of willingness 
to consider such a project. Following thereon, 
stage by stage, there was correspondence and 
ioqairy, official and unofficial,down to 1882. 
Daring the course of that period, the French 
Government granted a concession to certain 
parties to execate the work, in conjanction 
with an English company,and our own Govern- 
ment appointed acommittee of experts to re- 
port upon the whole project. It should be ob- 
served that the Chanoel Tunnel Company, which 
was incorporated in London in January, 1872, 
had much correspondence upon the subject with 
the Foreign Office, who natarally- referred it 
to the Board of Trade. The latter authority 
substantially replied that they ‘saw no objec- 
tion in principle to the proposed tunnel, except 
that it should never, if constructed, be allowed 
to become a perpetual private monopoly.” But 
the Board of Trade, in July, 1873, farther said, 
‘It.would gladly see an improvement in the 
communication between Eagland and the Con- 
tinent, and it would, therefore, be well satis- 
fied to hear that the British railway system was 
likely to be connected with the European rail- 
way system by means of a tunnel between 
France and Evgland.” And it presumed our 
Government would not be inclined to offer Ob- 
jections to a concession being granted to the 
promoters of the Channel ‘l'annel Company. 

Bi'ls for an experimental baginning of the 
respective sectioas of the tahnel were passed 
in both countries, and received the assent of 
Qaeen Victoria and “President MacMahon on 
Aug. 2,1875. The English company’s powers 
were very limited, whereas those of the French 
Society wer’ framed in a far more generous 
spirit. As a conseqaence, the Home Company 
did little or nothing at St. Margaret’s Bay, 
and in 1880-18 much miore vigorons body took 
up the schems—to wit, the South-Eastern 
R:ilway, then under the control of the late Sir 
Edward Watkin. Thanks to his personal en- 
thosiasm and untiring industry, the feasibility 
of making a Chanel tunnel was most 8atis- 
factorily solved, for he found the dry, compact, 
grey chalk, and drove his shaft some two miles 
seaward from Shakespeare’s Cliff, Dover,before 
he was forced to desist from further work by 
endlers official interruptions and peremptory 
orders. In those days, and before the later im- 
proved machivery had been installed in the 
tunnel, it was estimated that a tunnel coald 
be constructed within five years. From what 
has been seen’and learned since that date, bar- 


| ring the striking of some unexpected faults 


daring construction, the connection under the 
eea could-be made within three years. A De- 
partmental Committee, consisting of three 
members—one each from the War Office, the 
Admiralty, and the Board of ‘T'rade—sat in 
1881-2 to consider the. newer developments. 
They took evidence, snd soon reported that 
daring the inquiry the effect which sucha 
scheme might have upoa the def neces of the 
country had assumed great importance. Ad- 
miral S'r Cooper Key had broken in apon the 
deliberations with a letter, stating that it 
would necessitate the building, at a vast expen- 
ditare, of defence fortifications, ard that no 
mechanical contrivances ‘for destroying the 
tannel could be relied upon. Bat to-day it is 
understood that the most able sea-lord we have 
had since Lord St. Vincent was at the Ad- 
miralty has no such fears of a Channel tunnel 
as those of Sir Cooper Key. He regards 
its making as not in the least seriously affact- 
ing the question of sea-power or the British 
Navy. 

Lord Wolseley (then Sir Garnet) made the 
first disastrous attack upon the projact. He 
had fora while beer, perhaps quite rizhtly, 
regardéd as a most friendly oritic. Certainly 
he offered no such objections as he did in his 
famous memorandom of December, 1881. 
Wolseley himself eaid that 160 men could de- 
fend the exit against 100 000 troops. I recall, 
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these expedients conld have been carried ont 
as long as we retained possession of the song 
After that,,in those oreven in these presef 

days, we need concern ourselves- no more with 
efforts at resistance. Lord Wolseley then 
thought, and most likely, with native per- 
tinacity, he clings to the same opinions, that 
the hour when the tannel would be sanctioned 
would be & most disastrous one for England. 

Next, the War Office had a Scientific Com- 
mittee in 1882, to re-examine the practicability 
of closing such a tannel. It sat onder Major- 
General Sir A. Alison, Bart., and its members 
were Mr, ©. H. Gregory, C.E., Major-General 
Gallwey (Inspector-General of Fortifications), 
Colonel Sir John Stokes, R.E., Colonel Sir A. 
Clarke, R.E. (late general), Mr. E. Graves, 
C.E., Colonel,H. J. Alderson, R.A., Colonel V. 
D. Majsndie, and Professor Abs). That com- 
mittee recommended, amongst other things, 
means of closing the tunnel with a portcullis, 
and the discharging into it of irrespirable 
gases, obstruction by land mines, temporary or 
permanent flooding by sea-water. Farther, the 
end of the tunnel should not ‘emerge within 
avy fort, and the mecranical apparatas for 
obstracting or destroying the work shoald be 
capable of being*set in operation from different 
points, some of them at a distance from the 
scene. I'he consensus of military opinion was 
then against the projact, with, anrongst others, 
two notable exceptions, Genéral Sir John 
Adye and Sir Andrew Clarke. Neither of these 
soldiers considered that there would be any 
great danger to the country if it were constract- 
ed, and they held, with practically the 
majority of experts, that the defence of the 
tunnel exit would be a simple operation, and 
its obstruction and destruction could be safely 
assured. Bat the terminatioa of the trials of 
tha friends of the Channel T'urnel were not 
over. A Joint Select Committees of the House 
of Lords and Commons was ordered, in 1883, 
to mak6 inquiry whether Parliamentary sanc- 
tion should be given to a submarine com- 
munication between Eagland and France. The 
Marquis of: Lansdowne presided, and he and 
each of the other members mada separate re- 
ports—no two, if my resollection serves me, 
quite agreeing. They sat fourteen times,-exa. 
mined forty witnesses, ten of whom were mili- 
tary experts, three naval, twelve connected with 
railways and engineering, two connected with 
Government departments, and ten engaged 
in trade. ‘Their reports, though not on the 
whole favourable, were far from being altogether 
damnatory. Bat anqoestionably it was tha 
attituds of hostility assamed by the military 
that pat a stop totha farther pros3cution of 
the work. And yet, a3 Lord Lansdowne’s 
committee said, they toand that the cases 
selected by Lord Wolseley for the purpose of 
illustrating his argament (on the possibility of 
surprise) did not bear it out. They were glad 
to learn f-om the whole of the military wit- 
nesses, other than he, that if proper precautions 
were in existence the risk of successfal surprise 
would be remote. It looked as if they 
attached more importance to the assertion 
that the permanent cost of defending the 
tunnel and maintaining fortifisations therefor, 
would, ke a heavy burden upon, thenational 
exchequer. Other voluminous talk and inquiry 
went on until, as already intimated, the work- 
were shut down, and the search for coal was 
taken ap instead. So the whole thing has laip 
dormant for all these years. Buta necessity 
undertaking of that kind, conceived to “knit 
closer fellow-men and promote intercourse, 
cannot be put beyond re trial before a later, a 
wider, and higher court of public appeal. 

I am one of the few who have been down 
into both ends of the tunne!, the few hundred 
yards the French drove near St. Pierre, Cape 
Grisnez, and the work at Shakespeare Cliff, 
Dover. All the conditions are most favourable 
for the boring of a submarine tunnel. The dry 
grey chalk is easily cut by the pneumatic 
driven machines. Colonel Beaumont’s apparatus 
cut the headings much as cheese might be 
scooped. Arateof progress of many yards 
a day might be obtained, for the tunnel only 
here and there required hooping to check inlet: 
of fresh water. Since 1882 the need and im. 
portance of such communication has grown 
tenfold throfgh the increase in pa*senger and 
freight trafic. The improved facility for 
intercourse would be far more to the national 
advantage than to that of any country upor 
the Continent. Personally, I recommend it 

: solely on the groand of its importance and as 
(& most valuable national asset. It is tco vast 
a work, with all its immense possibilities to 
the Empire’s wellbeing, to be left, without 
express direction and control, in any but the 
nation’s hands. For myself, if time does not 
press, [ prefer to travel by sea. Smallas the 
| Straits are, storms and delays inevitably occur 
at times to stop the steamers running.

FURTHER SEA TESTS. 


It is anderstood that within about a month 
the internal fittings of his M-jesty’s ship 
Dreadnought, now in hand at Portsmouth, will 
be completed, and that then sha will commence 
a long series of experimental trials, probably 
lasting many months. These trials are inteaded 
to teat: the special features embodied in the 
design; which mark an entire departure from 
precedent —her armament, her tarbines,! and 
her manceavring capacity. Owing to the exact- 
ing tests to whieh the Admiralty have decided 
to submit her, itis not feasible to employ this 
anique battleship with either of the existing 
flsets, becaase service w.th either of them aa 
flagship, apart from other strategical reasods, 
would have: hampered the freedom with which 
it is desired to put her qaalities to the olosest 
examiaation. With this idea, sho will first be 
tested on an independent cruise, so as to 
watch her behavioar ia varying weather condi- 
tions and at diffsring speeds. Then her asuit- 
ability will be considered aa a flagship.She will 
hoist the flag of the Commander-io-Chief «f 
the Home Fleet, and will craise with the 
several divisions of this force. 

It is anderstood that, like several ships, of 
the Home Fleet, she will be given a fall crew, 
and will probably be more at sea than any 
other of bis Majesty's battleships, since in the 
course of next year it is anticipated that, in 
addition to her fl:et work, she will be reqaired 
for exper.mantal parposes in visw of saggested 
improvements in the design, which, if they 
prove satisfactory, may ba adopted in later 
ships. In order ‘that full advantage may be 
taken of this ship, which is, it mast be borne 
in mind, of an efitirely new pattern, it is essen- 
tial that daring these trials her expert officers 
shoald be in close touch with the professional 
ateff of tha Admiralty engaged on new ship 
designs, and since strategic requirements ren- 
der it desirable that she should be available 
for cruising in the North Ssa, itis a tortanate 
fact that when she calls periodically at Sheer- 
ness, the headquarters of ths Commander-in. 
Chief of the Home F'ieet, she will ba handy for 
the constractional, ganuery, torpedo, and other 
experts who are concerned with the improve- 
ments suggested or later ships. 

One interesting problem which has already 
arisen is concerned with the mounting of the 
light armament of 12-poander gans, twenty. 
seven in number, intended tor repelling 
attacks by torpedo craft. It has been discovered 
that the existing method of distribation of 
some of these weapons is not entirely satis- 
factory. ‘The freqaent dismounting and trans- 
porting of the eight 12 pounder 18 cwt Q. F. 
gans on the forecastle and’, quarter-deck, in 
order that the 12 in guns may have a clear 
range at all degrees of elevations,#s liable to 
damage thehountings and gun sights. It is 
siso held that tke 12-poander gans could not 
be brought jnto use expeditiously @h day 
light, and atill less so at night. Several sug- 
gestions to meet the diffisalty have been put 
forward, one baing to place the eight 12 
pounders on the tops of the 12 in gan turrets. 
This idea, ,after experiment, has, however, 


P? been abandoned as impraciicab!e: Another 


suggestion is. the provision of disappearing 
mountings. ‘l'ais would ensure the gans being 
instantly ready for action, besides providing a 
better are cf fica than could be obtained from 
any other position, anda direct ammunition 
supply. Whether it will be possible to carry 
out this proposal in the Dreadoought without 
too great structural alterations ‘is now under 
consideration, but the feasibility of disappear- 
ing mountings for the light guns will be 
seriously considered with a view to the sug- 
gestion being embodied in later ships.

COPTS AND ARABS IN THE 
. MIDDLE AGES. 
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The St. Joseph University of Beyrout, which 
is doing such excellent work for edacation in 
Syria, has just published the first volame of 
“Mélanges de la Faculté Orieatale,” in which 
is an essay by Pére P. A. Mallon upon “Une 


Ecole dea Savants Egyptiens au Moyen Age.” 


The subject is the valaable series of Arabic 
and Coptic grammars which were published in 
the 13th centary, necessitated by the almost 
total disappearance of the Coptic language. It 
is most carious that whilst neithet Greek nor 
Latin supplanted the native Ezyptian tongue, 
and that in the seventh century Coptic was 


‘the langaage of the country, by the twelfth it 


had become Arabic. Moreover, by the teath 
century Arabic ‘had become the langaage of 
literature for the great Egyptian writers of 
that date. Severua of Ashmoanien and Eaty- 
chius and others osed Arabic for their work:. 

However, for service in the charches, reading 
the Litarzy, and stady of the Coptic fathers 
the ecclesiastics still required to know Coptic, 
and so contemporary with the zenith of Arabic . 
Christian literature under sach authors as 
Abou Saleh, Iba al Assal, and Ibn Raheb, 
between the 11th and 14th centaries, were 
produced the Arabic-Coptic lexicons and 
grammar which Pére Mallon describes. The 
writers of these philological treatises entitled 
the grammar preface, and the vocabulary 
scala: the latter, however, was more than 
@ mere dictionary, several of them contain- 


‘ing lists of the towns and bishops of 


Christian Egypt. Some of these works were of 
much assistance to Champollion, he using four 
specimens in the Paris Library. A very im- 
portant one is preserved at the Medical College 
at Montpellier, and another at Cairo, in the 
library of the Coptic Pattiarch, where it is 
catalogued among the philological books. This 
manuscript is therefore easily accessible to 
many readers of the “Ezyptian Gazette,” as 
are others to be mentioned. 

Pére Mallon proceeds to present a summary 
of the various works of this medieval school 
of Ezyptian learning, commencing with one 
by Athanasias of Qoas .of the 12th centary. 
A more valuable treatise is that of Amba 
Yohanna, Bishop of Samannoud; which-is aleo 
at the Patriarchate at Cairo, and is again 
represented by the codex at Montpellier. This 
ecclesiastic lived in the firat half of the 13th 
century as Abou'l Barakat places him after 
Paul de Boris, Bishop of Cairo. The Lexicon 
is confined to words in the Scriptures and in 
the Coptic Ritual. : : 

Another of these anthore, whose work is in 
Cairo, is Abou’l Farag Ibn el-’Assal.He also 
wrote an “Introdaction to‘the Letter of St. 
Paul,” a copy of which is at Leyden. A vala- 
able vocabalary is that of Aboa Ishag, whilst 
one of best grammars, because of the. 
namepous illustrative citations it gives, is that 
vf Ibu-Ad-Dohairi, who in the 13zh centary was 
Bishop of Damietta. 

All these works are ty ba found at the Cairo 
library,bat not necessarily the best manascript 
of them. Pére Mallon’s list is not yet: com- 
pleted and we hope to refer to farther instal- 
ments of it again. 


YARN EXPORTS. 
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Mr. W. Tattersall, the well-knowo cotton 
expert, in a recent report statea that in 
Lancashire prodacers of Egyptian yarns suit- 
able for export have considerably increased 
their engagements during the last few weeks. 
Io gassed nombers a healthy trade has again 
been put through, bat delivery has stopped 
some orders which otherwise might have been 
placed. Extra hard descriptions coationg well 
sold and strong. 

Prodacers’ot Egyptian yarns ia the ‘Bolton 
district and South Lancashire are ia a strong 
position in practically all counts and qualities. 
Users, however, seem to have satisfied their 
wants for the time being, and the tarnover has 
not been quite on the same seale as a fortnight 
azo. Here and there, however, a moderate 
trade has been put throogh at fall prices, 
producers not being easy to deal with. Tne 
better qualities in combed descriptions are 
very stroug, and the commoner kinds of 
carded coants are doing better, the demard 
and margin of profit being more satisfactory.

EXTRACTS FROM HOME PAPERS 


The New Regime in France. 

The new Prime Minister of France has the 
reputation of being a strong man, and he 
opened the session yesterday with a strong 
statement of policy. The Chamber showed its 
approbation by carrying a vote of confidence 
by 395 to 96, aud doabtlees the programme cf 
the Government will commend itself to those 
who recently elected the present majority. M. 
Clémencesn’s declarations upon foreign ffaire, 
which are alone of direct concern to ourselves 
and to the rest of the outside world, will be 
received in this country, and in all countries 
which sincerely desire the preservation undis- 
turbed of the peace of Europe, with genuine 
satisfaction. ‘I'he attitude which he takes up 
is, it is true, that which we have now come to 
expect as a matter of course every French 
Ministry will assanie, because we know that it 
represents the settled feeliugs and desires of 
the French nation. It is well, nevertheless, to 
have his determination to adhere to it declared 
in terms 80 vigorous and so clear. Peace is, 
of course, its essence, bat the peace which it 
aspires te uphold must be “peace with dignity.” 
On that point, the Prime Minister affirmr, 
France has not changed “her mind, any more 
than she’ has changed it in regard to her resolve 
persistently to vindicate “Republican right.”

Clemenceau the Dictator. 


M. Clémencean is temporarily dictator by 
consent. He has achieved by sheer capacity, 
and holds by nothing else, as much authority 
as any citizen can ever wield under Republican 
institutions. Without risk of the Cesarism 
which sha never ceases to fear, France has at 
the head of her sffairs a Man of Government 
of the Constitutional type such as she never 
ceases to crave. Tbe Chamber, by yesterday’s 
vote, ratified the President’s choice of a Pro- 
mier and the Prerier’s choice of his colleagues ; 
and by accepting the Ministerial programme 
authorised an experiment in administration 
wid legislation which will be both fascinating 
and anxious. Upon one point at least the 
declaration. of policy will be received with 
unreserved satisfaction throughout Enrope, 
That may be truly sait of the present régime 
which Napoleon the Third talsely said of the 
Second Empire: The Republic—c’est la paix. 
France prepares against any possibility of at- 
tack, bat none can question her sincerity 
when she repudiates any: intention of aggres- 
Bion. (‘‘Telegraph.”’) 


Revolutionary Domestic Programme. 


There wag a time, within living memory, 
when Radicals in England looked to France 
for light and leading. The tradition would be 
happily restored if our Ministerialists would 
ponder and take example by the declaration 
which M. Clémencean yesterday addressed to 
the Chamber of Depaties. In domestic policy 
the new Premier is a convinced and uncom- 
promising Democrat, who is bent upon giving 
effect to his doctrines and opinions. It is not 
becoming for foreign observers to express de- 
cided views as to the internal affairs of a 
friendly country, but it may be said withoat 
offence that to the average Englishman some 
of the political and social legislation to which 
the Cabinet has been committed appears both 
arbitrary ‘and ventaresome. ‘The institution 
of what is conveniently described as a pro- 
gressive income tax may easily be turned to 
purposes of spoliation, which, by giving a 
fright to Capital, may react injuriously epon 
Laboer. If interest on investments is penal- 
ised by the State rich men will take their 
wealth abroad, while the poor will hoard their 
savings. (*Standard.”) 
The Fight Against Clericalism. 

The. critical nature of’ the pericd which 
began for France yesterday with the opening 
of the new Parliamentary Session will be well 
appreciated on all sides. If it is hardly correct 
to ssy that--France stands at the parting of 
the ways, since to follow the Anti Clerical road 
is now acettled featare of Gallic policy, it is 
at the same time evident that nobédy can see 
exactly where the new road leads. The 
strength of the Clerical party is still to some 
extent an nnknown quantity, but the Govern. 
ment stands firm in opposing them: yet 
should the events/in the religions war of the 
past year eventually prove that tha Clericals 
and their allies are able serious!y to embarrass 
the Administratior,. not only will the danger 
for France as a whole be exceeding'y grave, 
but it will be apparent within the next few 
days. For the sake of our neighboars, it is to 
be hoped that the dispnte will not be driven 
to extreme Iéagths, where compromise is im- 
possible. (“Globe.”)

Native Labour Problems. 

lt is interesting to see how the same pro- 
blems repeat themselves wherever white men 
come into contact with coloured races. Mr. 
Winston Churchill had to deal yesterday at 
one moment with one of the many phases of 
the labour problem in the T'ranvaal, at another 
with the employment of forced labour by 
Government itself in Nigeria. In this latter, 
case it is trae that our administration is only 
taking over an immemorial custom. The mis- 
forture is that as soon as we make ourselves 
responsibie for euch a custom it taints our own 
Government, and becomes a precedent for the 
extension of similar practices elsewhere. We 
trust that the Colonial Office will pat pressure 
on the local administrations to devise means 
for the universalemployment of free paid labonr, 
which we collect from Mr. Charchill’s answer 
to be in practice found more satisfactory where 
it bas been used. A similar but larger problem 
was satisfactorily solved in Egypt by the ad- 
ministrative talent.of Sir Colin Scott-Moncrieff 
who eucceeded in aboli-hing a system of forced 
laboor on the irrigation works that was old in 
the days of Moses. This is tha precedont for 
British administration when confronted with 
local customs which ara convenient for the 
administration, b .t inconsistent with our prin- 
ciples. (‘“'ribane.”) 


THE KAISER AND KOPENICK.

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- THE WORLD'S TRADE. 
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GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION. 


In a recent article the Berlin correspondent 
of the ‘ Daily Telegraph” says :— A clear idea 
of the development of modern commercial na- 
tions is given in a work entitled ‘History ot 
the World’s Trade,” recently issned by Dr. M. 
Schmidt, who shows that France has made re- 
latively the least progress, and who attributes 
this circumstance to the purely protective 
policy adopted by that country, which renders 
it a vast community supplying its own needs 
for the most part by the work of its own 
population. . 

England’s world trade, on the other hand, 
shows a remarkable development daring tha 
past century, and as regards both trade and 
the size of her merchant fleet England cor- 
tinues to remain on a pinnacle anattained by 
any other Power. Dr. Schmidt points ont, 
however, that official returns prove that Eng- 
land will not continue indefinitely to occupy 
& position of absolute dominion, Germany and 
the United States having in the course of the 
last few decades risen to the rank of first-rate 
industrial countries., Competition with the 
Island Kingdom has /become gradually keener, 
and British trade is already losing ground in 
the export ot such important articles as cotton 
and iron goods. The British position as an 
intermediary is also suffering, and although 
London is still the first port in the world the 
old monopoly which has lasted two centuries is 
now broken down. 


Germany, says Dr. Schmidt, can show a 


more magnificent development than any other 


commercial Power. Official statistios show that 
Garman trade, which consists chiefly of the 
imports of goods destined to be consumed ia 
the country and the export of her own pro- 
ductions, has jast doubled during the past 
twenty five years, having increased in value 
from three to six hundred million pounds. 

In the decade ending 1904 the value of 
German foreifn trade has increased 66 per 
cent., that of Great Britain 38 per cent., that 
of the United States 59 per cent., and that of 
France 28 per cent. During the decade erding 
1995 the transport facilities of the British 
merchant fleet increared 47 per cent., that of 
Germany 234 per cent., viz., from three apd a 
quarter to seven and two third miilion fOne. 

Dr Schmidt regrets the fact that "Gerthan 
capitalists leck the courage to inveat fréely én 
foreign and colonial enterprises, the vAloe of 
foreign securities held by Germany havilig ip- 
ereased since 1870 from five to eight bandred 
million ponnds. He ccmes to the conclpsion, 
however, that the figures representing British

prise are so great that there can be no question 
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of the British Empire being ousted from ang Egypt or of coolies from India.

IRRIGATION OF MESOPOTAMIA. 


IMPERIAL IRADE ISSUED. 


The ‘‘Levant Herald” reports that the Sol- 
tan recently issued an Iradé, directing the 
Commissioners who administer the estates in 
Mesopotamia belonging to the Civil List to 
take steps to establish irrigation works 
upon the great plain between the Tigris and 
the Euphrates. No doubt his Majesty has 
been influenced in this determination by a 
knowledge of the wonderfal reru'ts which 
have followed the establishment of the great 
irrigation works in other countries, and has 
considered very jastly that a notable increase 
in the revenues of his Civil List would result 
in Mesopotamia from the irrigation of these 
once fertile plains. With his habitual caution, 
he has already commenced in a tentative 
manner, by reclaiming and irrigating some of 
the land on the banks of the Tigris, in the 
immediate neighbourhood of the ruins of 
ancient Babylon, clearirg out one of the canals 
which formerly fed the extensive irrigation 
works constracted by the Assyrian Monarchs. 
The results have exceeded all expectations ; 
extensive tracts of land have been brought 
under cultivation, and the revenues derived 
from them are most important. 

The lands capable of being brought into 
fruitfal caltivation amount to no fewer then 
40,000 square miles, lands now utterly arid 
and barren, but capable of producing all kinds 
of cereals, fruits, &c., in profasion. The won- 
derfal fertility of the soil in past ages has 
been attested by Herodotus, Pliny, Berosns, 
Ammiannus, Marcellinus, and other travellers. 
In a.D 900 Iba Serapion describes the canals, 
&c., existing in his days ; there ware barrages 
on the rivers, and headworks at Babylon, 
Bagdad, Seleucia, Ctesiphon, and Opis. The 
irrigation works were very complete, and were 
probably planned by the Assyrians, who show- 
ed in them an éngideering skill which would 
do honour to, the best modern engineers. 

The soil of thé delt@is very rich and capable 
of producing annually one crop of wheat and 
two of maiz», the lattergyielding two bundred- 
fold ; or two crops offeotton and one of sugar. 
Fruits of all kinds could be grown to perfec- 
tion : dates, fizs, olives, oranges, lemons, pice 
trees, gums, &c. Money spent on the canali- 
sation of the Tigris would be well invested, 
as it would lead to unlimited markets tHrough 
the Persian Galf, in Egypt, India, &c. The
